thing worn by the Queens from the 
twelfth to the sixteenth century, but 
also reproduced, at great price, an 
ifiitation of the rough homespuns 
that the women of the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries wore as they wont 
about their household duties. 

Bitting in the midst of all this 
wealth of fabrics, Paris was still not 
content, so she drew from the East 
superb shawis of cashmere which not 
even the Paisleys have been able to 
exactly imitate. She produced gowns 
ahd coats snipped out of old shawis 
that the young Queen Victoria might 
have given to her ladies-in-waiting. 

When Paris finished with all the 
things in women’s apparel that could 
possibly bring wealth to her, things 
that were obtainable through her 
looms and resources, she turned her 
attention to vagaries, fantasies, and 
caprices that her ingenuity suggested 
and that her subtle workers carried 
out. Then she assembled all these 
marvelous colots and weaves and in- 
ventions and offered to American wo- 
men 3,000 original gowns.

Weaving Gowns of Metal. 


And now do you see why this period 
will go down into history as the Age 
of Gold? Everything will glitter that 
women will wear this Winter, and it 
will be gold, silver, steel, crystals, and 
gorgeous fabrics. It is not possible, 
however, to buy such clothes at the 
usual price. Paris did not intend this 
to be done, and yet, to do her full 
justice, she does not believe that out 
ef the glory of her clothes she will 
, fecelve more profit, if as much, than 
she has received in recent years. 

Why? Because all work, fabrics, 
and dyeing have become expensive be- 





You may remember that William 
the Norman, also the Conqueror, took 
the firet fashions from France to 
England. He established this custom 
in the eleventh century, and ft has not 
falien into decadence yet. After he 
had established the Norman reign in 
Brittany, possibly long after, it came 
about that women were clothed in 
long chemise robes of marvelous met- 
al tissue, which weré girdled with 
gold and silver.

The Ru- 
manians, it will be remembered, did 
throw a pontoon bridge across, and 
something like two divisions of troops 
passed over it only to be thrown 
back before anything could be accom- 
plished.

This, 
then, was the situation as it appeared 
to military students on this side of 
the water, and made them feel that 
when the main blow was struck 
against the Rumanian forces it would 
come, not from Transylvania, but in 
the Dobrudja, 

It is apparent what happened when 
the attack was delivered. The Ger- 
mans concentrated their main strength 
on the Rumanian left flank along the 
sea. With terrific force they struck 
the Rumanian line, bent it back, broke 
it, -and completely routed the left 
wing. This uncovered the centre, 
which was forced to fall back, ex- 
posing the right, so that in a short 
time the entire line was affected. The 
Germans pressed their advantage, and 
the Rumanian retreat became almost 
a rout. With almost incredible speed, 
rivaled only by their speed in going 
through Russia, the Germans followed 
up their success, their line growing 
shorter as they advanced. They took 
Constanza, the main Rumanian port 
on the Black Sea, and in a few days 


‘| [straightened out their line along the’ 


railroad and seized Cernavoda. The 
great bridge was immediately in dan- 
ger, and old Rumania, as distinguished 
from Dobrudja, wus about to be in- 
vaded. 

Part of the defenders retired across 
the bridge, the remainder continued 
to fall back ‘into Northern Dobrudja, 
keeping gerierally in contact with the

Germans as they retreated. The bridge 
was blown up by the Rumanians, and 
the Germans were thus prevented 
from crossing the river. Without 
pause, however, the Germans pushed 
the Rumanians back until, as this 
article is being written, the battle line 
is approximately east and west 
through Hirsova, about thirty-five’ 
miles north of Cernavoda. 

The net result of this remarkable 
success is, as far as it has progressed, 
defensive in nature rather than of- 
fensive. What the Germans have ac- 
complished is to prevent any possibil- 
ity of a future Rumanian offensive 
from this quarter. The sine qua non 
of such an offense was the Cernavoda 
bridge, this solitary crossing of the 
river. How much-of it was destroyed 
by the Rumanians would be an inter-| 
esting piece of) information. This 
bridge is not a single structure, but a 
series of bridges connecting with each 
other. In its general features, it is an 
open floor, single track steel structure, 
the spans of which are supported on 
large stone piers, All of the spans 
were probably not blown up. The de- 
struction of two or three spans would 
have accomplished the needed pur- 
pose, and at the same time have given 
the Rumanians the minimum amount 
of work to do should the time come 
when they wished to replace it and 
renew the crossing at this point. 

It is not yet known to what extent 
the Rumanian defeat has been car- 
ried. Few reports have reached us 
from any source as to the numbers of 
prisoners taken. The Berlin reports 
have mentioned taking a great quan- 
tity of military stores, particularly 
along the line of the railroad from 
Constanza. But little claim has been 
made as to prisoners. It would there- 
fore seem that the Russian and Ru- 
manian forces are practically intact. 
If such be the case, it means that Ger- 
many has nothing to fear from the 
Rumanians for some time to come, but 
it does not mean that Rumania has 
yet been eliminated to anything like 
the extent of Serbia. 

Once Dobrudja has been completely 
Feccupied by the Germans the Ruma- 
nian position will be on this front 
purely defensive in character, holding

This they will 
probably get before matters have 
reachéd the point where Rumania is 
Actively threatened by the -German 
offense. 

This point has not been reached yet. 
The Rumanian offense has been de- 
stroyed. There is no question of this. 
But Rumania proper has not been 
seriously invaded. In fact; except for 
Dobrudja, which is really not a part 
of Rumania proper, the Germans have 
not made a great deal of headway 
toward Bucharest. No one at this dis- 
tance can forecast the German plans 
with accuracy.. .Germany. is pursuing 
the Rumanians in the north of the 
Dobrudja, and in all probability has 
sufficient force at hand to drive them 
still further north and probably seize 
the southern banks of the- lower 
Danube, It does not seem possible that 
thig, line could be crossed. To get into 
Bessarabla and threaten the rear of 
the Russians who are fighting in 
Bukowina would seem practically im- 
possible, even were the line of the 
Danube open. -Except for this, it 
would seem that Germany has already 
accomplished all of which the situa- 
tion is capable, At the same time, 
Mackensen’s position as he . moves 
north is not without its elements of 
ddnger. I-have already spoken of the 
assumption that he was forced to make 
—that the Danube could not be crossed 
in force in his rear. It ‘was proved so 
in the one case cited, the only case 
where it was tried. This does not indi- 
cate that it is entirely impossible,

in order to combat it. 
To the Allies this must be the most 
significant thing that has yet happened 


in the west, and the source of greatest} . 


satisfaction. It must also fill Germany 
with alarm. German. writers; while 
the. battle of Verdun was in progress, 
wrote constantly of the fact that 
France was being bled white at Ver- 
dun. The first contradiction came on 
the Somme.

HE simile has been employed 
more extensively, both in the 
theatre and of the theatre, than 
one might imagine. Having 

spent «wenty-odd years in collecting /for 
my “ Dictionary of Similes,’’ I was not 
a little surprised, when I had finally 
collated over 16,000 under-subject head- 
ings, to discover that actors, audiences, 
playwrights, critics, plays, and’the play- 
house ftself had so widely engaged the 
attention of the simile makers. This 
does not take into account the critics 
themselves in writing of\;actors and 
plays; Of this by-product I recall many 
m7 ples that came: into the drag- 

rare and curious fish,..Once, 
re describing a play, Wiliam Winter 
wrote that it had “no more actfoh-than 
a stalled hearse in a torm.”* A 
St. Louis critic—ano: —said of a 
play that “‘it hasn't any more origi- 
nality than a snake has hips,’’ and “an 
English critic said of a certain comedian 
that he was “like a squirrel in a cage, 
always in action.’’ 

The similes of actors make up in 
piquancy what they may lack in pumber. 
Frank Richardson, the English novelist, 
said: ‘‘ Actors are like burglars; they 
always change their names for business 
purposes.”” Then the vivacious Max 
Beerbohm, brother of Sir Herbert, wrote: 
“Actors are like pet birds:. When @ 
pet bird dies, there may be, to’ those 
who knew him in his day of song and its 
ruffling plumage, some poor comfort in 
the sight of its stuffed body. For others 
there is only a sense of depression.’’ I 
have never been able, however, to dis- 
cover the authorship of: ‘‘ An actor is 
like a cigar; the more you puff him 
the smaller he gets.”’ 

When it comes to plays, there is a 
greater variety. William WycHerley set 
forth his opinion in a couplet: 

For plays, Hke women, by the world are 
Ww m... eng speak kindly. of ’em, very naught.

duced."" Of the few from anonymous 
writers the best are: ‘‘A bad play is like 
a cabbage—all leave '’; ‘‘ A play is like 
a cigar; it requires judicious puffing " ; 
** Most plays are like pills; if you swal- 
low them whole they are sweet, but if 
they are chewed, like a pill, you will, 
like the critic, find them bitter.’ 

Of playwrights themsélves but one simi- 
le came into the net and this one by 
Astydamus Junior: “‘A wise playwright 
should act like the man who gives a mag- 
nificent feast: should seek to delight 
the spectators, that each on depart- 
ing may feel he hag eaten and drunk 
Just the things he: would chiefly have 
chosen himself: not set but one dish for 
all palates, one writing for all sorts of 
tastes.’’ 

But when we come to the stage and 
the theatre itself, we have no dearth of 
picturesque material. Francis Bacon 
compared the stage to life: ‘ The stage 
is mere beholding to love than the life of 
man; for‘as to the stage, love is ever 
matter of comedies, and now and then of 
tragedies; but in life it doth much mis- 
chief, sometimes like a siren, sometimes 
like a fury.""

time.’’ 

“A newspaper, like a theatre,” said 
William Winter, ‘‘ must mainly owe its 
continuancé in life to the fact that it: 
pleases many persons, and in erder to 
please many persons it will, uncon- 
sciously perhaps, respond to their sev- 
eral tastes, reflect their’ various quali- 
ties, and reproduce their views.’’ -

When we came to 
the Penyabong, country we encoun- 
tered’ natives of the Muller Mountains. 
“They are a quiet, hardy people of -no- 
niadic habits, and they Lave lately 
been induced to form Villages and 
enitivate rice: 

It \is the custom among them for 
the -young .man. to pay for his’ bride 
with a sword: or a gong. There 
is, chowever, no. marriage ceremony, 
Divorce. is very rare. If the husband 
dies, the: widow for one month: fasts 
every other day, and for one year she 
is' expected to weep morning and even- 
ing.. At ‘the end of this period she is 
allowed to remarry. 

We met ‘six, natives. who had been 
hunting .t rhinoceros in the west. 
The horn. the animal, when pow- 
dered, is in great demand by the Chi- 
nese‘as a médicine,,and fetches a high 
price.

The Chief, with 
thirty men, had been waiting, our ‘ar- 
rival for nine ‘days. at the watershed, 
but their provisions gavé out and all 
returned eXéépt the. three- Whom we | 
welcomed, 

The curréntswas very swift, ‘and a 
distance that. takés only a few hours 
to. descend ‘may Occupy several days in 
ascent. Occasionally, quiet pools are 
passed. Graceful trees, many covered 
‘with orchids of brilliant hues, bend 
over the water.. Creepers hang down 
everywhere. The: heautiful scenery 
draws you on and;on, and you travel 
ina placid silence ‘The surface.of 
the water is seldom’ wWisturbed. by 
splashing fish. There is-a scarcity of 
animal life.. Silence-and’ peace reign 
supreme; one is: not even troubled 
by mosquitos, and consequently. there 
is‘no malaria,, Passing through this 
‘Superb silent landscape was like «a 
pleasant dream. 

The watershed was easily crossed at 
a height of about 1,400 feet.. Not far 
from the Muller Mountains we came 
upon the Upper Kasao Rivet, which is 
jrihabited by Saputans. They are‘a 
crude, friendly people, who a‘ hundred 
years ago were mere cave dwellers in 
the mountains to the east. . Latterly we 
had -+hhad much rain, and the journey al- 
together had-been laborious. ‘The worst 
difficulties, however, were past, and 
during our stay at Saputan I’ had the 
good ‘fortune to take.a cinematograph 
picture of the ceremony of the piercing 
of-a Chief’s ears. It is his privilege 
‘to wear a tiger’s tooth inserted in a 
hole in the upper part of each ear. 

The Chief was seated, and a board 
was placed behind his head. Friends 
and suppofters assisted at the opera- 
tion, which consisted of an empty rifle 
cartridge being forced. through. his 
ear. Blood streamed down, and the 
man, apparently of a very robust type, 
seemed to: be near fainting. . A medi- 
cine man. was hurriedly summoned, 
and ‘he clapped his hands‘ over the 
ears,- and then, opening them, pro- 
duced a smell stone. This he threw 
into the river. 

I was told that this stone was the 
supposed cause of the Chief's illness. 
The scene was brought to a.dramatic 
yaaa aartcord by. the exeeren, Chief be-

‘The most eXciting passage was re- 
served for the afternoon. We were 
being -carried rapidly along with the 
current, when suddenly we came upon 
a small waterfall, and, turning sharply 
to the left, encountered another. More 
than a third of the boat was in the air 
as we jumped it. Aftera few moments 
of comparative quiet we again dashed 
into boiling waves, and, making. a turn 
to‘ the “right at a furious speed, ‘we 
glided after a time into smoother 
waters, These were common’ but not 
less thrilling experiences. 
xd oneé.of tobogganing in Norway and 
was great fun, though one’s enjoy- 
merit was always mingled with feel-

The native. boatmen seemed to me} 
quite reckless, but they are very skill- 
ful and generally; managed to steer 
clear of the almost invisible rocks with | 
which the course of the river is stud- 
ded.

Swedish Red Cross Denies German 
Stories of Prison Horrors. 


The ‘sensational story printed: in the 
Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung on 
Ang. 81, charging that. Teuton prison- 
ers in Russia were being fearfully 
abused by their captors, which was sent 
out by the Overseas News Agency and 
reprinted in part by THE NEw.

. ARBITRATION AND INDUSTRY » 


By HENRY J. LEVY, 


New York, Oct. 5, 1916. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
RBITRATION of to-day means 
something entirely different from 
the interpretation given to it 
by standard dictionaries. The 
usual conception of arbitration means 
to smooth out, bring about mutual un- 
derstanding, to decide in favor of the 
right, &c., but when actually practiced 
we have as yet to find where arbitra- 
tion, when applied to industrial dis- 
putes, has borne out its real definition. 
Arbitration, as ‘applied today, means 
‘to discriminate against industrial rights 
in favor of human rights. So that I 
may not be: misunderstood, I do not 
deny the fact that human rights should 
receive due consideration, and in the 
last analysis certainly are above indus- 
trial rights. When I say that arbitra- 
tion in industrial disputes means to dis- 
, Criminate against industrial rights in 
favor of human rights, I mean just this: 
When workers employed in a certain 


| large industry have become unionized 


and feel that they are sufficiently pow- 
erful te cause great detriment to the 
industry in which they are employed, 
it is customary with them to call upon 
their employers for impossible demands. 
The employers must naturally refuse 
these demands, for to grant them would 
mean business suicide. The obvious re- 
sult is a strike and the industry is at a 
standstill. 

It is history, not coincidence, that 
with the declaration of industrial strife, 
labor invariably seeks to involve the 
outside element which lends respecta- 
bility to its cause, an artifice by which 
public opinion is influenced. The phi- 
lanthropist, the officeholder, and re- 
former again become active, and while 
in some instances they are represented 
by lofty-minded individuals they fail to 
qualify as arbitrators, lacking the ex- 
perience of highly specialized manufac- 
turing and labor experts. 

Psychologically, such types are most

Unfortunately, however, solidarity does 
not flourish in the ranks of industries. 
Petty jealousies, selfishness, and short- 
sightedness impede the effectiveness of 
their associations, and it is astonishing 
that unionism has failed to create in- 
tegral fraternalism, an ideal which 
should lead to the consolidation of all 
needle industries of New York employ- 
ing over 150,000 workers, and would 
create a potent force ready to curb op- 
pressive union activities, 

Unionism will then meet its equal and, 
together with capital, may evolve a ma- 
chinery to protect the worker from un- 
scrupulous employers, to create com- 
mensurate working conditions. Labor 
unions have very great achievements to 
their credit, and have come to stuy. 
Capital and labor should desire co- 
operation instead of antagonism, and 
when conviction becomes wish fulfill- 
ment follows, with the consequent ad- 
vancement of human relations. 

The following are a few of the in- 
dustries in New York City that are 
working under collective trade agree- 
ments: Printing, cloak and suit, lace 
and embroidery, waist and dress, cot- 
ton garments, and many others, all of 
which are working in first-class con- 
dition.

Count Ferri-Pisani, who obtained the 
interesting interviews with King Con- 
stantine of Greece and Eleutherios Veni- 
zelos, Greece's fi tat n, which 





appear below, is a member. of a noble 


French family of Italian descent, and has 
been acting since the beginning of the 
world war as correspondent for La Dé- 
péche of Toulouse, France, In this capag- 
ity he has been to the front in France, 
the Dardanelles, Poland, Serbia, Italy, 
and outside Saloniki. He is now in this 
country on his way around the world by 
way of Japan. His two interviews were 
prevented by the French censor from be- 
ing published in France. 

The father of Count Ferri-Pisani acted 
as Aide de Camp to Prince Jerome Bona- 
parte when the latter Visited the United 
States during the civil war. His great- 
grandfather was Marshal Jourdan, who 
before rising to fame in the wars follow- 
ing the French Revolution, accompanied 
Lafayette to America as a private sol- 
dier. 

T acritical moment of Greek his- 
tory had the rare privilege 


of being formally roceivéd by . 


King Constantine, and, a few 
hours latér, of securing an 
interview with Venizelos. 

It was in January, 1916, after the re- 
treat of the Allies’ Zastern Army to 
Saloniki.

HE most appetizing picture that ever 
I came out is on the cover of Josephine 
° Scribner Gates’s ‘‘ The Story of the 
Mince Pie,"’ (Dodd, Mead & Co., $1.25.) It is 
@ blue cover with an orange ed@iga, the name 
at the top and, taking up most of the 
space, a realistic mince pie with little holes 
to let the rich juice breathe through “and 
@ V-shaped piece cut ready to serve. It 
has just the right kind of a mince ple crust, 
one knows how it would break at a touch 
and melt away in the mouth, and the plum- 
filled mince meat inside must be just as 
good. It couldn't help being. . Something 
that one does not know about mince pies— 
that all the good things inside are repre- 
sented by dolls who come out of the pie 
when it is set away for safekeeping at 
night. There are cinnamon, allspice, clove, 
currant, and raisin dolls. The dolls have a 
Dig story-telling bee, in which many life his- 
tories and other interesting stories are told 
before the mince pie crust tucks them all 
under its warm cover, after a night of fun, 
to go to sleep. 

“The Dot Mystery,’’ with a big red inter- 
rogation mark on its green cover for a key- 
note, is by Clifford L. Sherman, (Houghton, 
Mifflin Company, $1,) is dedicated to the Boy 
Scouts of America. A-goat is the hero of 
the story. Mr. Goat was a bi ay present 
to a boy named Freddy. That 's interesting 
enough in itself, but the excitement begins 
when Mr. Goat escapes and Freddy calls the 
Boy Scouts to aid in finding him. The ad- 
ventures are told in pictures, and the boy 
who is lucky enough to get the ** Dot Mys- 
tery Book "’ for Christmas makes them him- 
self. There is a piece of a picture on each 
page, the rest of it in dots. Drawing from 
dot No. 1 to the last dot number the piQlure 
develops and there is the adventure in black 
and white. Of course, Mr. Goat is found safe 
and sound at fast, but it takes hikes all over 
the world to say nothing of a trip in the 
air to find him. 

John Rae has written the rhymes and made 
the pictures for ‘‘ The Big Family and Their 
Good Times,"’ ‘‘ dedicated to all big families 
fm the whole world,’’ (Dodd, Mead & Co., 
$1.25.) There are cut-out silhouettes of the 
“big family,"’ at the beginning of the boek, 
‘aking’ in every one from grandfather and 
grandmother to ‘* Wee-Wee,”’ the baby, and 
including Uncle Nat, Aunt Fan, the horse, 
the pony, and the dog, and the bird on the 
barnyard pump. It is a long story told by 
Great-Aunt Prue with pictures on every 
page. This is the way the rhymes go as 
they follow Tubby’s third piece of pie:

The story is a realistic one with rhymes at 
any cost. 

A very nice book indeed is ‘‘ Marjorie’s 
Literary Dolls,"’ by Patten Beard, (Fred- 
erick A. Stokes Company, ) It is the true 
story of Mr. and Mrs. George Abihad 
Wolsen, Jacky, and all their friends. The 
Wolsen family lived in Marjorie’s white 
doll’s house—every room open at the front. 
It is for this reason that it was possible to 
get such a story of the family's private life. 
It is a particularly interesting story because 
Mr. Wolsen is a literary person of the kind 
who begins by getting a ‘‘ very large check,"’ 
gets a first prize for his first book and a 
check for $10,000. That is only. the begin- 
ning, and a great deal to happen in a doll's 
house. There are interesting details and nine- 
teen pictures from photographs. One of them 
shows Mr. Wolsen waving the “ very large 
check "’ before the delighted eyes of Mrs. 
‘Wolsen, who is cooking at the kitchen range, 
with the baby and the cat at her feet. 

Carolyn Wells has written a new ~ book: 
‘Two Little Women and Tremure House.” 
(odd, Mead & Co., $1.) This is the second 
of a new series of books. There are two 
nice girls, Dolly and Dotty, and the Treasure 
House is the most fascinating thing that 
could be imagined. It is a real little house 
with a study, a dining room, a real little 
kitchen, entirely up-to-date, with all sorts 
of electrical things to cook with. There are 
two of most things in the little house—desks 
and book cases, and *‘ the Two D's,’’ as Dot- 
ty and Dolly are called, divide everything 
evenly. There are even two keys to the 
house, for each girl has her-own latch key. 
All the girls in the story have pretty clothes, 
for Miss Wells plays dolis with the little 
giris of ber stories, and doesn't miss a de- 
tall im any of the frocks she gives them. 


They are always becoming, and just the 
thing for the occasion. There is ofie unpleas- 
ant note in the book. Dolly starts in with 
an attempt to make the unpopular rich girl 
of the story, Bernice Forbes, popular out of 
Sympathy. Later she makes a deliberate 
business pact with Bernice that for value 
received. she will engage to carry out the at- 
tempt she first made sympathetically. It is 
an innocent desire which she has to keep 
her own family from leaving the town, and 
Bernice'’s father can make the change with 
a word. But it is an unpleasant intrigue in 
which the two girls engage, which includes 
buying votes for Bernice for class Presi- 
dent. It is more subtly bad because the 
desired end not being objectionable, the un- 
worthiness of the methods used are not so 
noticeable. 

A very human girl's story is “‘ Isabel Carl- 
ton's Year,’’ by Margaret Ashmun (The Mac- 
millan Company, $1.25.) There are the hopes 
and fears and fun that. come in a normal 
girl's life; there are the fine acts of unself- 
ishness; there is the stubborn bad temper; 
there is something that ts very near a trag- 
edy, but not an exaggerated unnatura! one. 
Isabel's family and friends are also of the 
real and human kind. All the funny happi- 
nesses and unhappinessess of which the story 
tells and the many good times are worth 
reading. 

Very good, also, is an English book, ‘* Phy!- 
Ms McPhilemy: A School Story.’’ by May 
Baldwin. (E. P. Dutton & Co., $1.50.) This 
is an up-to-date story, for Phyilis's father 
and brother are at the front in the great 
European war. Phyllis is a lively young girl, 

_a great favorite with the other girls, though 
they do send her to Coventry at one time for 
disgracing them by upsetting the ‘collection 
plate in church and putting a button in it 
to be redeemed later by a sixpence. That is 
one of Phyllis'’s many sins, mischievous but 
well intentioned. There is not a dull minute 
in the story. Also English, also a first-class 
story is ‘“* A College Girl,"’ by Mrs: George de 
Horne Vaizey, (G. P. Putnam's Sons, $1.25.) 
Darsie Garnett is another irrepressible, and 
the story takes her through many interesting 
incidents and experiences up to and through 
her course at Newnham. Nothing could be 
more exciting than the treasure hunt when 
Darsie finds the stolen jewels. 

A very good story with exciting pictures is 
that of ‘‘The Adventures of Mabel,’’ by Harry 
Thurston Peck. (Dodd, Mead & Co.,° $2.) 
It is a large ‘and handsome volume with a 
dark green cover, the illustrations by Harry 
Rountree, full page in colors and with de- 
lightful little head and-tail pieces in black 
and white. One might think> to see the pict- 

ure of little Mabel with a basket on her arm, 
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her hand restimg on the back of a big woif 
walking by her side, that this was a little 
Red Riding Hood story, but it is quite dif- 
ferent. The wolf may have had evil inten- 
tions, but because Mabel has learned the 
animal language he cannot eat her. It 
all happens in this way and shows what an 
act of kindness may do. Mabel, her litte 
sun bonnet on her head, her basket on her 
arm, had been gathering strawberries when 
she came across a poor little lizard pinned 
to the earth by a rock that had rolled over 
on his tail. It didn't take ! 

push away the stone with her little plump 
hands and Mr. Lizard was very grateful in- 
deed. Then and there he taught Mabel a 
whistle, the animal call which would make 
them all her friends. It was the wolf that 
Mabel tried the cali on first, just in time to 
keep her from sharing little Red Riding 
Hood's sad fate. You would never believe that 
a little girl could ride a prancing steed that 
a big man cobid not manage.

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0. HENRY’S BIOGRAPHY 


Te appearance of Professor C. AL- 
PHONSO SMITH's long-expected bi- 
ography of WILLIAM SYDNEY PoR- 
TER, an extended notice of which appears in 
today’s issue of THE New York TiMEs SuN- 
DAY MaGazINgE, is not without its sensational 
feature. The world at large has known 
little if anything of the private life of this 
master of the short story whose very iden- 
tity was hidden, while he lived, under a pen 
mame that has since become famous in 
Europe as well as America—O. HENRY. 
During the last years of his all too brief 
career he lived in New ¥ork, and here he 
was known casually to a few, intimately to 
pone. This obscurity in which he passed 
his life was deliberately chosen; it was not 
due to the indifference of those who would 
naturally be attracted, one might suppose, 
by the personality of a man whose creative 
faculty. had touched so high a level in the 
literature of his period. The work of few 
writers has received such instant recogni- 
tion as that accorded O. HENBY’s ventures 
in fiction.. This literary fame was accom- 
panied by the usual desire on the part of 
admirers and those working in the same 
profession to “ know the author.” But in 
this his well-meaning cOntemporaries were 
balked by an aloofness, an exaggerated 
reticence that at first appeared to be mere- 
ly an eccentricity of genius but was recog- 
nized later as being due to the existence of 
a mystery enveloping O. Henpy’s career 
prior to his arrival in New York. In spite 
of the unusually wide knowledge of life 
shown in his stories, he proved to be prac- 
tically unapproachable socially. Inevitably, 
the mystery, whatever it was, gave rise to 
innumerable guesses and theories. To a 
few some inkling of the real truth grad- 
wally became known; but these kept their 
secret, and it is not until now, years after 
.O. Henry's death, that the facts in the case 
are given to the public. This is done in 
Professor SMITH’s biography of O. HENRY, 
just published by DovuBLEDay, PaGE & Co. 





E story told at length for the first 

time by Professor SmiTu is one in- 
volving much that is tragic, much that is 
not without its pathos—a story that is, per- 
haps, more deeply scored with the dark, 
@ramatic ways of humanity than one will 
find even in the best of this author’s tales. 
Eighteen years ago, it appears, Mr. PorTERr 
was sentenced to five years’ imprisonment 
in the State Penitentiary at Columbus, Ohio, 
for embezzlement. After serving his sen- 
tence, which was reduced from five to 
three years and three months, be com- 
menced a new career under a new name in 
which he speedily achieved a success that 
has come to few of the world’s tellers of 
short stories. His biographer places befora 
the reader the complete details of the dark 
chapters in O. Henry’s life. In doing se 
he writes as a believer in O. Henry’s inno- 
eence. He considers that O. Henry becamy 


‘the yictim of @ mistake and wae really] 





punished as a result of the criminal negli- 
gence with which the bank employing him 
as a clerk was conducted. His plea along 


“this line in defense of O. Henry will be 


read, naturally, with eager interest by the 
latter’s countless friends and admirers. By 
some, undoubtedly, the question will be 
raised as to the propriety of giving public- 
ity at-this late day to so fateful an occur- 
rence in O. HEngrY’s career. It is a ques- 
tion that touches one of those curious prob. 
lems tn the writing of biographies in regard 
to which there is excellent opportunity for 
conflicting opinions. When a man’s liter- 
ary work is great enough to achieve a 


“universal appeal, it is ipevitable that his 


life will be regarded as having an interpre- 
tive bearing on what he has written. O. 
Henry's genius is unquestionably of the 
calibre that places its possessor within the 
legitimate range of the biographer. The 
study of his art is aided by a knowledge of 
his life. But a blography omitting an ac- 


«count of so vital a factor in his intellectual 


development_as the poignant experience in 
Ohio proved fo be would furnish a mislead- 
ing yiew of a subject of rare human as 
well as literary interest. 





PROPOS , of this special interest in 
O. Henry it is instructive to turn to 
a little volume by Barry Pain on “ The 
Short Story” that has just appeared in 
The Art and Craft of Letters series 
(Doran.) Mr. Parn is, of course, pre- 
eminently well fitted, through his own suc- 
cessful achievement in this field, to write 
on the subject, and the reader need scarcely 
be assured that he does not support the 
view that a short story should be “a novel 
in a nutshell.” In his analysis the two 
forms of fiction are distinct from each 
other in art and theme. The short story 
writer must, of course, create plot and 
character, but he must do this by an en- 
tirely different method from that employed 
by the novelist. His characters must be 
as real, as living as those depicted in a 
novel, and his plot should be quite as ar- 
resting. But to get his effects he is com- 
pelied to confine his revealing strokes to 
a few lines where the novelist may devoie 
pages of description or dialogue. In other 
words, the short story writer appears to 
rely more on his ability to suggest a portrait 
to the reader rather than to fill it in and 
complete it himself. Whether a dependence 
on this ability implies a greater or less 
artistic sense in the short story writer than 
the simpler method employed by the novel- 
ist is undecided. As a perfect expression 
of art Por, at least, prefers the short story 
to the novel; Mr. Pain is thoroughly aware 
of the low artistic level on which much of 
our short fiction is written, yet he finds, 
what must be apparent to every student 
of current Hterature, that the short story, 
taken as a whole, is by no means in a 
state of decadence. “One would think,” 
he remarks, “that the art of the short 
story in this country were a lost one. Yet, 
however poor much of the ephemeral work 
in popular articles may be, the short story 
was never better written in English than 
it has been within the last fifty years.” 
COMPANION volume to Mr. Pain’s 
essay on “ The Short Story "—“ The 
Lyric,” by Jonn DrinkwaTER—appearing 
in the same series, revives that ancient yet 
ever interesting query, “ What is poetry?” 
Mr. DrInkwaTER chooses as the “ one per- 
fect and final answer” CoLERipcr’s defini- 
tion of poetry: “ The best words in the best 
order.” There are, of course, obvious ob- 
jections to this, as Mr. DgiInkwaTER is 
aware. Left without further qualifications, 
the definition might apply equally well to 
perfect prose as to perfect poetry. The 
little essay is stimulating in its keen, con- 
cise way of judging the merits of many a 
favorite lyric. In the end it reaches a 
satisfactory elaboration of the CoLERIDGE 
dictum: 


’ Poetry is the result of the intensest 
emotional activity attainable by man 
focusing itself upon some manifesta- 
tion of life, and experiencing the mani- 
festation completely; that the emotion 
of poetry expresses itself in rhythm and 
that the significance of the subject 
matter is realized by the intellectual 
choice of the perfect word. We recog-

Although the one is essentially base, the 
other essentially noble, Dyiks, itke Djabal, 
comes to believe, partly at least, in his own 
claims. ‘ You see these good men taking it 
for Gospel and * * * they convince you,” 
he admits to Matthew Braille, the clear- 
sighted, shrewd, humorous, and Kindly old 
man who plays a very important part in the 
book. For the leading characters in the 
personal drama are real and iriteresting 
people, especially Braile, Nancy, Dytks’s de- 
serted, conscientious wife, and Joey, one of 
the most human and likable boys we have 
met in a long time. 

It is scarcely necessary, however, to speak 
at any great length of these people, of Abel 
Reverdy and his wife, that amusing pair who 
sponged on Braile shamelessly and almost 
unconsciously, of Gillespie, torn between his 
pride and hig love and his keen sense of 
justice, of fierce, passionate Jane or even 
of Nancy and her son, though any-one of 
them would do much to make notable a lesser 
book.

HE old saying that it is love which makes

Consequently his misfortunes, even though 
they do oblige him to sell a Gainsborough 
which was ‘‘ one of the loveliest portraits in 
the world,” as well as some Van Dycks, 
Titians, Turners, &c., are rather pleasing 
than otherwise. But Lady Constance was 
not altogether blameless; ‘‘in all her deal- 
ings with Falloden she had behaved with a 
reckiess folly" of which she presently be- 
came conscious, though she is an exceedingly 
self-satisfied young person. Nevertheless, 
she has generous impulses, and does her best 
to make everybody happy in the end. 

The story is interesting, and there are some 
charming pen pictures of Oxford and its so- 
cial life thirty years ago, when gir! students 
were a novelty and “the university * * *¢ 
still more than held its own socially, amid 
the waves of new population that threatened 
to engulf it."’ The sketches of the beautiful, 
quaint old city, with its elms and its spires, 
its gardens, and its Old World fascination, 
when ‘the gray college walls, battlemented 
and flecked with black, rose warmed and 
transfigured by that infused and golden 
Summer in which all Oxford lay bathed,” 
give more than a hint of the magic lure of 
that beloved and historic place. Certain of 
the minor characters win the reader's sym- 
pathy, especially honest, intelligent Nora 
Hooper, working hard, striving bravely to 
straighten out the affairs of her shiftless,

In Sue Wilde,.the heroine of ‘The Truf- 
fiers,” Mr. Merwin has presented with sym- 
pathy and with understanding a fine type 
of the modern girl who revolts and seeks 
freedom, welcémes with young, whole- 
hearted enthusiasm doctrines which seem to 
her embodied truth, makes of them a re- 
ligion—and presently discovers that there is 
often a great gulf between, fact and theory, 
that there is somefimes “a lot of bunk in 
this freedom theory,”’ that the majority of 
the really admirable men and women 
“aren't worried about their liberty.’’ while 
with the others it is very often “ all words.” 
Sue has a conscience; she has been honest 
in her beliefs, and wiien she finds out that 
for her at least it is impossible to put into 
practice ‘the kind of freedom” she has 
been talking about, she makes a sincere 
and determined effort to find herself. In 
this attempt she turns to the other ex- 
treme, only te realize that suppression and 
denial have their dangers, too, that the 
new spirit of freedom has a contribution to 
make quite as valuable as the Puritan tra- 
dition. She is both a type and an indi- 
vidual, a vivid, ardent, plucky creature, en- 
thusiastic, spirited, honest wigh that most 
difficult kind of honesty—the refusal to de- 
ceive one's self. 

But the novel of course is not exclusively 
Sue; closely in to with her life and its 
problems stand four very’ different men. 
There is Jacob Zanin, the Russian Jew, an 
idealist Who sincerely believed that ‘‘ the 
individual must be freed from conformity and 
(as he saw it) its attendant hypocrisy by 
breaking the yoke of the home.'" Zanin him- 
self had never had a home. Then there were 
the three ‘‘ Seventh-story Men,’’ so called be- 
cause they lived together on the seventh floor 
of an old apartment house on Washington 
Square: Hy Lowe, the philanderer; Henry 
Bates, who wrote book reviews, knew Gorki 
personally, ahd was called ‘‘the Worm,” 
and Peter Ericson Mann, publicly known as 
Eric Mann, a playwright, an egotist, and a 
bit of a genius. On this: latter personage, ‘‘a 
typical New Yorker, born in Iowa," one is 
tempted to dwell at length, but it would not 
be quite fair to do so, because the revelation 
of his character, which gradually comes to 
the reader, forms so important a part of Mr. 
Merwin’‘s novel. It is a really brilliant piece 
of work, this gradual, little by little revela- 
tion, one not to be marred by any betraying 
word or hint. Peter it is who {is the author 
of that play called ‘‘ The Truffler,”’ begun in 
one of the early chapters of the book, per- 
formed on Broadway at the very end, which 
has so much to do with the crux of the Story. 
A ‘truffler *’ is one who looks only for the 
truffles of life, ‘‘ a confirmed seeker of pleas- 








ure * * * hunting the delicate bits, play- 
ing with love and with life.” With the ver- 
dict pronounced as to which one of them all 
was the real “ truffler ”’ the novel closes. 

“The Worm,” a character quite as well 
portrayed as Peter, less brilliantly only be- 
cause his is a less complex personality, is a 
lovable philosopher and dependable friend, 
one whom the reader likes better and better 
as the. story progresses—though one. book- 
lover must admit having found it difficult 
to forgive him the destruction of his library.

It is in many ways a much-better 
novel than ‘‘ The Honey Bee,”’ clearer in 
thought, less drawn out, more—only the 
despised cliché will serve—convincing. With 
“The Charmed Life of Miss Austin’ Mr. 
Merwin proved himself possessed of an un- 
usual amount of sympathy and insight re- 
garding that complicated person we call the 
modern girl. These qualities of his have 
grown and developed, with the result that in 
‘The Trufflers"’ we have a_ thoroughly 
worth’ while book, sane, unprejudiced, spiced 
with humor, holding one’s interest from the 
first page to the last—a novel which can not 
only be read, but even re-read with pleasure 
and profit.

n all towns near the warzone. 

“3 investigation of the German raid 
on Kush by. two members of the Duma, 
Kerensky:-and Friedman, establshed 
beyond a doubt, according to the ag toed 
of the Central .Comrilittée, that - 
Kush dispatch was.a lie from be 
ning to end. The facts as develo by 
this inquiry showed that out of forty 
houses -there were only: two occupied 
by Jews which had céllars. These cel- 
lars. moreover, were merely very. small 
basements, which could not have pos- 
sibly acopesmedated (on any German sol- 
diers. On April 26, in the evening, a 
detachment of Russian infantry moved 
into the town. Owing to the presence 
in the village on that very morning of 
a German scouting party, the Russians 
were warned by one of the inhabitants 
that the Germans were not more than 
ged versts away, but they merely 

whed at the by. ae rer and paid no 
attention to it. the same night a 
bombardment set the village on fire. 
On the 27th -the comasbanding officer 
advised all the enaeens. to leave the 
town, so that when the German attack 
took place on the 28th there was not a 
single Jew in the villege. 


Plight of the Refugees. 

This Kusb dispatch had a véry pointed 
effect upon the Gentile population of 
Russia when the exodus of the Jews 
reached: its climax in the wholesale ex~- 

ulsion of about 200,000 Jews from the 

rovinces of Kovno and Courland. They 
met with hatred and ae . along 
the route of their 

Furthermore, withouan the preqnene +4 
transporting so great a mass of peop 
across the country was a very eosious 
one, neither the ‘railroad nor military 
ofticials gave it much consideration. 

he refugees were packed into freight 
ana cat trains and er t there for 
many days at a time with disease and 
filth and epidemic in their midst. In 
the beginning, the railroad officials, 
taking advan of their misfortune, 
tried to charge third-class rates for ac- 
commodations in box cars. This abuse, 
however, was quickly checked by the 
Provincial Government. 

Part of the refugees were transferred 
without delay to the districts of the 
Provinces of Poltava and Exkaterinoslav 
designated as a new pale of settiement 
by the authorities; others fled to other 
villages and towns of adjoining prov- 
inces, hiding in synagogues, barns, or 
under the open sky. Some had - 

ports and documents which would en- 
title them to certain residential rights; 
others had nothing, and they were 
continually hounded from place to 
place. reight cars packed with Jews 

ured into the Provinces of Poltava, 
terinoslav, and Tavrich and. soon 
ovexey from these districts a clamor of

oo a mel,’ reads the report of the 
Central Committee, “the members of the 
Jewish committee oreaniees to give aid 
to the refugees as they passed through 
the town were ordered not to approach 
the cars with provisions ugder the 
threat of being shot. They w strict- 
ly prohibiteq from giving any) food to 
the refugees. In connect{on With this 
circumstance, the Gentile popu on of 
the town was also very hostile to the 
refugees. There were times when stones 
were thrown at the Jews and several 
were killed, and there were also times 
when the Gentiles, seein that the 
‘criminals’ were merely old, trembling 
men and women and ¢éhildren, .imme- 
diately changed their entire attitude.”’ 

‘It may be noted with satisfaction,”’ 
reads the committee's report, ‘‘ that in 
those provinces where thé influence of 
the Black Hundred was not allowed to 
dominate the ntile inhabitants showed 
no enmity toward the Jews, but, on the 
contrary, displayed on many occasions 
the warmest sympathy.”’ 

The expulsion of the Jews took place 
on, the ‘eve for the call for,recruits of 
the class of 1916, Hence, thousands of 
young Jews who had-been driven out as 
** spies " were ordered to return to their 
paar he provinces at once to ‘fuMill their 


mpiter y obligations. 
e expulsion of the Jews was fol- 
lowed by economic demoralization of |, 
business jn all the provinces from which 
they were driven. Although the na- 
tionalistic paper of Kovno, Litovskaya 
Rusa, urged the Gentiles to take ad- 
vantage of their economic opportuni- 
ties after-the Jews were gone, business 
remained af an absolute Kandstill, The 
shops fn all the main streets of Kovno 
remained shut. There was hardly a 
grocer, butcher, or delicatessen store to 
be. found. Jewish industries and fac- 
tories were shut down and thousands 
of men were thrown out of employment. 
Toward the end of May the Govern- 
ment and military authorities realized 
that the expulsion of Jews had been 
a great mistake. But in order to re- 
tain ‘the political effect .of this .move- 
ment and continue the distinction be- 
tween the Jews and the rest of the 
population. the. authorities agreed. to 
ave them return provided. that they 
gave hostages as a guarantee that there 
would be no treachery. Feellng it im- 
possible to accept.a condition which 
was based on a presumption that they 
were capable of treachery, most of the 
Jewish communities rejected the invi- 
tation ang the situation remained un- 
changed.

Conversion of Jews. 


WANT. TO. BE LEFT, ALONE 


Or. ‘Kress’ Sees a Wave of 
Protest from. thé Ortho- 
dox Element. .

The Rev.. Dr: Rudolph ‘Grossman, 
rabbi. of the Temple Rodolph Sholem, 
Lexingtoh Ayenue and 63d Street; in 
his. sermon. yesterday ‘morning. criticised 
very séverely the. resolution. urging ‘the 
conversion: of: Jews = to’ the Christian 
faith as adopted last. week by the Epis- 
copal General ConvVeiition at St. Louis. 
That resolution: provided for two things, 
first, the: freedom to Jews in the Epis- 
copal Church ‘to obsérve thefr national 
rites .and ceremonies, and second, the 
urging "‘upon the whole Church to take 

up .earnestly with sympathy and af- 
fection the work of winning the ancient 
people of God to the Kingdom and. obe- 
dience of Jesus Christ.” 

Dr. Grossman's strongest protest was 
directed against the latter portion of the 
resolution, which seemed to favor a 
campaign of proselyting among the 
Jews: He did not hesitate to call it an 
insult “hurled: into the very teeth of 
Judaism when the missionary dares to 
invade the domain of our faith for the 
purpose of converting Jews.’’ 

“The resolation is not only un-Ameri- 
can, an insult to American liberalism,” 
said Dr, Grossman, ‘‘but it is petty and 
trivial, entirely unworthy of a body of 
earnést churchmen, particularly at the 
present crisis in the world’s history. 
In @ day like the present, when the mil- 
lions of Christendom are engaged in a 
brutal, fatricidal slaughter of ene an- 
other, when every principle and teaching 
of the Christian religion and of all re- 
ligions is being ruthlessly and wickedly 
violated and denied by the actual prac- 
tice of those who call themselves devout 
Christigns, would it not seem that a 
great Church convention would find 
more important matters to consider than 
how to lure inoffensive Jews away from 
their ancestral faith? Would it not have 
been. more manly and honorable for that 
conference of religious leaders to devise 
methods for converting their own peo- 
ple to the Christian faith, rather than, 
by such a resolution, to offend and in- 
sult their Jewish brethren? 

Resent Attempts at Force. 

** For certain phases of the missionary 
activity I have the highest respect. Our 
former Ambassador ,and distinguished

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GOLD INFLOW A PROBLEM. 


Opinions-of Battkers Differ as to 
Disposition of Metal. , 


The vast accumulation of gold in this 
country—the net imports of the metal 
since-the outbreak of the European 
war now total more than one billion 
dollars—has presented a number of in- 
teresting and important problems which 
have attracted the attention of bankers 
and of the Federal Reserve Board in 
Washington. While some of the local 
banking interests have viewed gold im- 
ports as an agency tending to reduce 
interest rates and to. cause indirectly 
credit inflation which in turn encour-. 
ages speculation, members of the Re- 
serve Board and thoughtful students of 
atten and banking have directed their 

ention mainly to the edngidatesion of 
how the jarge increase in the country’s 
stick of goid could be utilized in 
strer sethenines thé nation’s banking 
structure, and how best to prepare for 
the withdrawal of the metal from 
American shores after the cessation of 
hostilities. That .Europe will exert 
every effort to obtain the return of 
its gold following the declaration of 
peace is a fact not disputed. 

The recent discussior of the subject 
has disciosed not only a difference of 
opinion among bankers, but a distinct 
conflict of views between two members 
i the Federal- Reserve Board, Paul 

Wartburg, the Vice Governor, who 
ig considered the leading banking au- 
thority in this country, and A, C. Miller, 
who wag formerly a universit 
sor of economics. ‘The significance of 
their differences of 0 tales lies in the 
fact that the new banking law contem- 
plates that the management of the 
country’s 8. cen. Se0ny should be vested 
et 6 he Federal -Reserve 


Mr. Warburg, in ah address before the 
recent American Bankers’ Association 
convention .at Kansas Cify strongly 
urged that the ae accumulated since 
the war should mobilized as far as 
possible and concentrated in the vaults 
of the Federal Reserve Banks. He 
called attention to. the fact that the 
free gold reserve of the banks was ri- 
diculously smal, and contended that the 
mobilization p'an was essential not only 
for the eenera! upvoliding of the Fed- 
eral neta system, but particularly 
aS A paredness measure in view of 
the toreien drain that it is certain to 
be subjected to after the war. 

Mr. Warburg has been 1» advocate of 
the plan for issuing Federal Reserve 
notes against gold, and strongly ured 

upon Congress the desirabiltty of an 
amendment ta the law permitting such 
issues on the theory that the plan 
sould afford means for removing vast 
amounts of gold from hand-to-hand cir- 
culat'on and cohcentr:ting the supply 
in the Reserve Banks. The Senate

Now Hard to Realize That| 


United States Was a Debtor 
Nation Two Years Ago. 


EXPECT GREATER EXPANSION 


September Export of §512,847,067 
Nearly $60,000,000 Greater Than 
for Two Best Months of 1914. 


A wurvey of the monthly foreign trade 
totals this year emphasises the impor- 
tant part the United States is taking in 
the business of the world, and causes 
one to wonder how this country could 
have been a debtor nation commercially 
no more than two years ago. The Sep- 
tember exports of $512,847,057 were near- 
ly $60,000,000 greater than the exports 
for the two best months of 1914 taken 
together, yet in five months of 1914 the 
balance was against us. The excess of 
exports in September, amoun to 

19,3853, was nearly 
greater than the value of the exports in 

e best month of 1915. 

These are big figures, far in excess of 
anything that could have been dreamed 
of in the days when our export trade 
was shrinking

that in April, 1914, imports excéeded ex- 
ports by $11,200,544, and in August of 
that year the import balance was 
$19,400,396. This was the mbnth when 
war upset the calculations of manufac- 
turers on both sides of the Atlantic.

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 28.—Scarcity has 
become a much used word in the tron 
and steel industry. There are scarcities 
of cars, labor, material, supplies and 
everything but orders. The scarcity of 
coke. is the latest problem facing over- 
worked furnaces. Numerous furnaces | 
have had to be banked and others will | 
have tu follow unless the railroads enn | 
relieve the situation. Producers of coke | 
assert they are so handicapped by the 
vhortage of labor that they are un- 
able to maintain operations at coking 
plants. In spite of the large increase 
in output of the by-product, bee-hive 
made coke remains the main stand-by 
for furnace operations. Furnace coke 
for prompt delivery has advanced to 

$7.50 and $8 a ton. 

The disturbing elements have made pig 
iron producers conservative in accepting 
contracts for delivery over an extended 
period. If the car situation and coke 
production become satisfactory by the 
time cold weather sets in, furnaces will 
be confronted with a scarcity of ore 
supply. Shipments for October from 
upper lake ports have been the greatest 
to date on record. Ore prices will prob- 
ably be advanced $1 a ton on 
next year’s contracts, and lake freight 
rates are scheduled for an advance of 
50 cents a ton. 

That pig iron will advance to $30 a 
ton is now almbst a foregone conclusion. 
Already business has been declined on 
offers of $25 a ton for any grade of 
fron, and $26 for bessemer. Buffalo 





cleaned up orders aggregating 100,000 | 
tons or delivery until late in 1917. The | 
pig iron market immediately tightened | 
up.

Bessemer pig fron has advanced to
